Public speaks 
about condo 
proposal 


26 people speak 
against Crystal 
Beach project, 
13 speak in favour

Monday's council-in- 
conunittee meeting is proof 
the Crystal Beach Gateway 
Project is an issue the loci 
community is paying close 
attention to. In a public 
meeting under the planning 
act, 13 people spoke in 
favour of the development 
project and 26 voiced their 
opposition. One speaker 
even admitted she arrived 
at town hall under the 
impression that the idea of 
building a 12-storey condo¬ 
minium building on the 
south side of Erie Road was 
not suitable to the area, but 
after hearing comments 
from those in support of the 
project, she officially 
declared herself to be sit¬ 
ting on the fence. 

After hearing comments 
from the public in the 
record-setting meeting last 


lasted seven and a half 
hours, council voted in 
favour of a report for infor¬ 
mational purposes to 
amend a zoning by-law that 
would permit the develop¬ 
ment of a 12-storey, 87 unit 
residential building with 
commercial space and pub¬ 
lic facilities on the ground 
floor.The Town of Fort Erie 
purchased the subject lands 
in 2001 from the Rebstock 
family for $2.05 million. 
From the time of the trans¬ 
action, it was always the 
local government's inten¬ 
tion to sell the non-beach 
lands when the right oppor¬ 
tunity presented itself, so 
taxpayers would see a 
return in their initial invest¬ 
ment and to invest in the 
stimulation of growth in the 
Crystal Beach area. 

Ric Gorham sat on that 
council and spoke at 
Monday's public meeting, 
saying this public-private 
partnership with the 
Burlington-based Molinaro 
Group provides many 
opportunities for the area 
and for the local economy. 
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Council to make final decision on project in March 


"I am encouraged that we are finally faced 
with a developable proposal that will ultimate¬ 
ly see the town realize its return on invest¬ 
ment," said Gorham, who is also the vice-chair 
of the Fort Erie Economic Development and 


David Kompson, a local commercial real 
estate developer also spoke in support of the 
project, said the Molinaro Group should be 
commended for addressing the concerns of 
residents by removing one of the 12-storey 
condominium buildings that was part of the 
original plan. Strong opposition to the propos¬ 
al, resulted in the Molinaro Group scaling back 
its plans to only one high-rise tower. 

"It seems they've taken a great deal of time 
and effort to listen to and accommodate the 
interested parties," said Kompson. 

Winnie Swalm, a Crystal Beach resident of 


12 years and highly active community mem¬ 
ber who has sat on numerous committees like 
communities-in-bloom- and the Crystal 
Beach beautification committee showed her 
support of the proposal, saying it is her roles on 
these committees that has made her feel this is 
the right direction for the area. 

"This plan will create a more positive image 
for Crystal Beach," said Swalm. 

Many of those who are opposed to the plan 
said a 12-storey condominium does not fit into 
the fabric of the Crystal Beach neighbourhood. 

Fred Truckenbodt was the first to speak 
against the proposal. He said he has been fol¬ 
lowing this process since it began and even 
attended the Town's Charette, an input-gener¬ 
ating discussion about what the lands could be 
used for, held in 2001. 

He feels when the land was purchased by 
the Town and discussions began about what it 
could be used for, the council of the day was 
headed in the right direction but this proposal 
is something that he believes will damage the 
quaint atmosphere of Crystal Beach. 


"Somewhere along the line, you've gone off 
track," he said to the mayor and council. 

Hidgeway resident John Hill said people 
who are not supportive of the project are being 
labelled as the type that are against any sort of 
development to the area. He said this is 
nowhere near the truth and he and many oth¬ 
ers would like to see improvements made to 
Crystal Beach, just not this particular proposal. 

"I'm not against any enhancement to the 
area, however I am opposed to this type of 
enhancement to the area," said Hill. 

Brigitte Bonner has lived her whole life in 
Greater Fort Erie and grew up in Crystal Beach. 
She is strongly opposed to this proposal, say¬ 
ing "this is the wrong kind of development for 
Crystal Beach." 

She said the Town shouldn't be "so eager" to 
enter into a private-public partnership with 
the Burlington-based developer and should 
keep all the land at the beach in public hands. 

"It should belong to the people," said 
Bonner. 

One issue that people are concerned with is 


the existence of the Fowler's Triad in the area 
and how it Ms under the endangered species 
act Because of its presence at the beach, the 
Ministry of Natural Resources (MNR) needs to 
determine whether this development will pro¬ 
vide a better habitat compared to what is cur¬ 
rently there today. Director of planning and 
development Rino Mostacci said in discus¬ 
sions planning staff has had with the MNR, it is 
assumed some toads might perish in the con¬ 
struction stage. But if their overall habitat will 
improve once the condominium is built, then 
the MNR will not have an issue with the proj¬ 
ect 

"They assume there will be some negative 
impact, but the end state has to be superior to 
what currently exists," said Mostacci. 

Town staff will return with another report for 
council to approve or defeat the idea of build¬ 
ing the condo building in early March. 

Between the 26 people who spoke in oppo¬ 
sition to the proposal, 358 proxy letters were 
submitted on behalf of others who were 
unable to speak at the meeting.

Vandalism may be linked 
to development

A Ridgeway couple strongly 
believes an act of vandalism is 
closely connected to them sup¬ 
porting the Crystal Beach 
Gateway Project. 

At Monday’s council-in-com- 
mittee meeting, Mia Russell 
was one of 13 people who spoke 
in favour of a proposal to build a 
12-storey condominium build¬ 
ing on the south side of Erie 
Road at Bay Beach. 

On Tuesday morning, her 
husband Nick noticed some¬ 
thing different with Mia’s 2009 
Pontiac Solstice GXP, appearing 
as if someone had taken a ham¬ 
mer and made several dents on 
the sports car’s hood and driver 
side door. 

The couple feels this was not 
just a random act of mischief 


and the fact that Mia spoke in 
favour of the project at the meet¬ 
ing that adjourned at 1:30 a.m. 
on Tuesday, likely motivated 
whoever is responsible. 

Mia owns a business in 
Ridgeway and has been visited 
there by people who oppose the 
project, asking for her thoughts. 
She said some are very polite 
and quiedy leave when she 
explains her difference in opin¬ 
ion. But she also claims there 
have been times when people 
became aggressive with their 
language, making the situation 


“I feel it’s too much of a coin¬ 
cidence," she said. 

Niagara Regional Police 
(NRP) district No. 5 staff ser¬ 
geant Dave Hunter said con¬ 
necting the act of mischief and 
the heavily debated issue at 
town hall is speculative at this 


point. He understands it is an 
issue that people on both sides 
are very passionate about but 
there is no proof someone dam¬ 
aged the Russells’ vehicle 
because of Mia's presentation at 
the meeting. 

"Without any evidence to the 
contrary, we can’t say that," said 

Nick Russell said he and Mia 
have supported the project 
since it was introduced and the 
local government should be 
commended for its work on the 
project. He realizes the public 
meeting was mandatory under 
the planning act, but finds it 
shameful that this is how far 
people will go over an issue, if 
their assumption is proven to be

An interesting coincidence happened 
with last week's beehive hairdo picture. 
Someone thought it might be Mary Beth 
McKinley. Then Mary Beth McKinley 
called the museum to identify the men 
from the Industrial Plastics picture. We 
asked if she was the "lady with the hair in 
this week's photo" and she laughingly said 
no, but she has appeared in two Do You 
Remember pictures in the past year. So 
the beehive lady remains an unknown. 

Mary Beth told us that the Industrial 
Plastics picture shows an “Oil Boom” used 
to contain and absorb oil spills. These were 
assembled in the plant at 84 Wintemute St. 
(where the Salvation Army Thrift Store is 
now). The picture was probably taken 
around 1966 when A1 Labine started with 


the company. The man on the left is Paul 
Pudwell, shop manager. The owner of the 
company actually has 2 other plants, one 
in Buffalo, NY. and one in Baton Rouge, 
La. Mr. Prince Sr. started the US company 
in 1931 and his son Mr. Prince Jr. started 
Industrial Plastics in Fort Erie in 1953.

Dear Madam, 


I would like to take the opportunity to 
respond to your comments in the Globe 
and Mail on Saturday January 23, 2010 in a 
column written by Karen Hewlett entided 
"As ER's Close, the Debate on the Human 
Cost Begins’! This article focused on the 
tragic death of Reilly Anzovino, a young 
resident of our community and the call for a 
Coroner’s Inquest. We in Fort Erie support 
an Inquest to truly learn the truth of events 
that fateful night. 

What we do not support however is your 
assertion in the article that the closing of 
our emergency department at Douglas 
Memorial Hospital was undertaken to 
provide better quality health care for our 
residents and not to save money. The 
Hospital Improvement Plan (HIP) 
approved by your Ministry was in fact a cost 
cutting document disguised under the 
cloak of providing better quality health care 
to our residents. You cannot dispute the 
fact that your Ministry through the Local 
Health Integration Network (LHIN) forced 
our local health providers to come up with a 
plan to eliminate their deficit and continue 
to provide equitable and efficient health 
care with an already underfunded budget. 

The underfunding of our health care 
system has in fact created a situation in this 
province that has given rise to your other 
comment in the article stating “It’s 
important that the public understands that 
if you want to take advantage of the best 
health care, we can’t provide that in every 
community." It begs the question then, “If 
you are not in the community that has the 
best health care, what level of health care 
can your community expect?” A question 
that I am sure a lot of Ontarians and the 


residents of Fort Erie would appreciate 
being answered by you. 

Madam Minister, one of your quotes in 
the article stated “I am absolutely 
convinced that the people in Niagara have 
better quality health care now than they did 
before.” I have been asking for a meeting 
with your office for sometime now so that 
you can illustrate to me how that statement 
bears true for the residents of Fort Erie, 
because I can assure you the people who 
believe that are not living in my 
community. The long lines and wait times 
in order to be attended to in the WeUand, 
Niagara Falls and St. Catharines hospitals 
that our residents must now go to for Levels 
1, 2 and 3 treatment is beyond outrageous. 
Waiting 6-7 hours just to see a doctor, no 
beds, overnight stays in the hallway. The 
list of complaints is lengthy and certainly 
includes bed closures. Bed closures in the 
face of bed shortages, a common 
explanation for the lengthy wait times, are 
troubling at best. Did Reilly Anzovino 
receive the best care closest to home? We 
will never know the answer unless there is a 
Coroner’s Inquest. 

I appreciate that your task of 
continuously developing and maintaining 
affordable health care in Ontario is difficult. 
However, never in my life have I seen 
people rally together in such large 
numbers, time and time again, to send a 
message to Queen's Park. 

I would be grateful for the opportunity to 
meet with you at your earUest opportunity 
to discuss the future of health care services 
in Fort Erie and Niagara.

> Ontario Health Coalition 
supports inquest into 
Anzovino's death, LHIN 
welcomes objective look at 
incident

Even though the Niagara Health System 
(NHS)’s Hospital Improvement Plan (HIP) 
has been implemented for months, there is 
still a glimmer of hope for those who are 
against everything it stands for. This week, 
the Ontario Ombudsman's office said its 
investigation into the Hamilton Niagara 
Haldimand Brant Local Health Integration 
Network (LHIN) is nearly complete and will 
be coming forward with a report within the 
next few weeks. 

The investigation was launched by 


ombudsman Andre Marin and his office in 
March last year, after a number of com¬ 
plaints were filed over the LHIN’s use of 
public consultation in its decision making 
process while approving the HIP. 

The provincial government watchdog 
does not have Jurisdiction over hospitals, 
but can investigate the LHIN because it is 
operated by a provincial agency, the 
Ministry of Health. When the report is com¬ 
plete, Marin will not be addressing the 
delivery of service since hospitals in Fort 
Erie and Port Colbome were converted into 
urgent care centres... only how the LHIN 
reached its final decision. 

“It's not the ombudsman’s Job to say 
which hospitals should close, but he can 
look at the process and see if it was trans¬ 
parent,” said Linda Williamson, director of 
communications for the ombudsman’s 

Also this week, the Ontario Health 
Coalition (OHC) joined in petitioning the 
Chief Coroner of Ontario for an inquest into 
the death of local teen Reilly Anzovino. 

Earlier this month, Niagara Falls MPP and 


Fort Erie’s representative in the provincial 
government Kim Craitor acted first with 
bringing up an inquest and it was later sup¬ 
ported by Anzovino’s family, Welland MPP 
Peter Kormos and Fort Erie native and 
Ontario PC leader Tim Hudak. 

Natalie Mehra, director of the OHC has 
opposed the provincial government's hos¬ 
pital restructuring plans since day one. She 
said Anzovino’s death was avoidable and is 
the result of emergency rooms in Port 
Colborne and Fort Erie being closed. 

“We wanted to make sure that we were 
being respectful of the family’s needs and 
desires and we wanted to make sure that an 
inquest is warranted,” said Mehra. 

“Now that the family has publicly asked 
for an inquest and given the questions 
about whether Ms. Anzovino’s tragedy 
could have been prevented, we have wrote 
to the chief coroner in support of an 
inquest,” she added. 

Deb Mandy, chief executive officer of the 
LHIN said full co-operation will be given if

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Hand held device legislation taking effect

If you happen to be driving and your 
cell phone rings... don’t answer it. 

On Monday, the hand held distraction 
devices section of the Highway Traffic Act 
will officially become law. 

In October, a three month education 
period was conducted by police services 
around Ontario, as a request from the 
provincial government. 


This educational period has been 
adjourned and starting this week drivers 
who do not abide by this law can receive a 
fine of $155. 

Anyone seen operating a motor vehicle 
with a distraction device such as a cell 
phone, an Ipod, portable radio or device 
with a screen visible to the driver will be 
subject to fines. 

Dave Hunter, Fort Erie’s staff sergeant 
with the Niagara Regional Police said there 
won’t be any specific initiatives to enforce 


the new law, but officers will be keeping a 
close eye on motorists, making sure they 
are adhering to the law. 

“We won’t be going out on a blitz, but we 
will certainly have a directive that will be 
given to officers in the district and that will 
be to start enforcing this law,” said Hunter. 

He said enforcing this law will be similar 
to how officers pull over motorists for 
other traffic violations. It will be easy to see 
someone talking on their phone while 
operating their vehicle and when an officer 


notices this, they will act accordingly. 

“It’s like looking into the car to see if 
drivers and passengers are wearing their 
seatbelts... it’s kind of the same thing,” said 
Hunter. 

There are other traffic laws that will be 
more heavily enforced this month. 

Under the Highway Traffic Act, drivers 
are required to turn into the left lane of a 
four-lane thoroughfare when an emer¬ 
gency vehicle has pulled someone over on 
the right shoulder of the road.
